if you are sick, and physic to take if 
you are sick, and a hospital to go 
to into the bargain, and lf you die. 
there are boards enough < pointing to 
a pile of lumber in the yard* for to 
make your coffins, and one hundred 
and fifty acres of land to bury you 
in. and if you are not satisfied with 
all this, you may die and be d—-d! 
Having finished this eloquent har­ 
angue. orator Miller descended from 
his rostrum, and strutted out of tho 
prison yard, accompanied with hisses 
frbm some of the prisoners. 
Too Bad For Dog* 
On a re-exammation. however, of 
the 'kings beef," some pieces were 
found too much tainted for a dog to 
eat. and the prisoners threw it over 
the pickets.

Great Britain and Ireland Generally 
speaking, an American eats three 
time* the quantity of animal food 
that falls to the share of the same 
class of people in England. Holland. 
Germany, Denmark or Sweden. He 
sleeps more comfortably, and lives 
in greater plenty of fish, flesh, vege­ 
tables and spirituous liquors. 
Add to this, his freedom is in a 
manner unbounded. He speaks hi* 
mind to any man. If he thinks he is 
wronged, he seeks redress with con­ 
fidence; if he is insulted he resents 
it; and if you should venture to 
strike him. he never will rest quiet 
under the dishonor; yet you seldom 
hear of quarrels ending in murder; 
th* dagger and pistol are weapons 
in a manner unknown; the fist a la 
mode de John Bull, is common! - the 
ultimatum of a Yankee’s rage. 
French Treated Better 
We often hear the British lf they 
are unsuccessful, lamenting the war 
between England and America; they 
call it an unhappy strife between 
Brethren, and they attribute this 
"unnatural war" to a French In­ 
fluence. and their friends in New 
Eng and, 
who 
arc 
denominated 
Tories, use the same language; the 
lay that all tile odium of the war I 
ought to fall on our administration, 
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and 
their 
wicked 
seducers, 
the 
French: and yet you will find that 
both in England and at Halifax, 
the French meet with better treat­ 
ment than their dear brothers the 
Americans. 
We found that there were about 
two hundred French prisoners in 
Nova Scotia. Some had been there 
ever since 1803, a few of them 
confined in prison. The chief of them 
lived in or near the town of Halifax, 
working 
for the 
Inhabitants, or 
teaching dancing or fencing, or their 
own language. Some were employed 
as butchers and cooks, others as 
nurses in the hospital, and they were 
everywhere favored for their com­ 
plaisance, 
obedience 
and 
food 
humor. They had the character of 
behaving better towards the British 
officers and inhabitants than the 
Americans, 
and 
T 
believe, with 
reason; for our men seem to take 
delight in plaguing, em barr seeing 
and alarming those who were aet 
over them, A Frenchman always 
tried to please, while Americans 
seemed to take an equal delight in 
letting their master* know, th at 
they longed to be at liberty to fight 
them again. I confest I do not won­ 
der. that the submiaaivt, smiling 
Frenchman made more friends at 
Halifax, than the ordinary run of 
American seamen, who seemed too 
often to look and speak, as if they 
longed to try again the tug of war, 
with John Bull. 
Necessities of Life 
The daily allowance of the British 
government to our prisoners. Is one 
pound of bread, one pound of beef, 
and one gill of peas. Over and above 
thia, we received from the Amerlean 
agent, a sufficiency of coffee, sugar, 
potatoes and tobacco. The first may 
be called the bare necessaries of life, 
but the latter contribute much to 
its comfortable enjoyment. W hether 
the British government ought not 
to have found tn t whole, I am not 
prepared to determine but certainly 
before this addition from our own 
agent, our men complained bitterly. 
We were one day not * little 
shocked by the arrival of a number 
of American soldiers who were en­ 
trapped and taken with Col. Boerst- 
ler, in Upper Canada. They exhibited 
a picture of misery, woe and despair. 
Their 
miserable condition 
called 
forth our sympathy and compassion, 
and I may add. excited our resent­ 
ment against the authors of their 
distress. These unfortunate lands­ 
men had never been used to rough 
it like sailors, but had lived the 
easy life of farmers and mechanics. 
Some of them had never experienced 
the hardships of a soldier’s life, but 
were raw. inexprienced militiamen. 
They were taken at aome creek, 
between Fort George and Little 
York, by the British and their allies, 
the Indians, who stripped them of 
mos of their clothing and then wore 
them down by long and harassing 
marches: first to Montreal and then 
to Quebec and soon after crowded 
them 
on 
board 
transports 
like 
negroes, in a guinea ship, when 
lome suffered death, and others 
merely escaped it. It appears from 
their account, and from every other

Included 
in it are the Social Security Ad­ 
m inistration, Public Health Serv­ 
ice, U. S. Office of 
Education, 
Food. Drug and Cosmetics Admin­ 
istration. and the Office of Voca­ 
tional Rehabilitation. 
% Taken together they are a prim e 
recognition that 
the governm ent 
has. or has assum ed, Borne re ­ 
sponsibility for the w elfare of the 
people. Yet the world ' w elfare” is 
not com pletely popular. For .veals 
critics of the D em ocratic adm in­ 
istration beat it on the head with 
the charge it was trying to turn 
the country into a “ welfare state." 
A Question Raised 
For that reason, if FSA s status 
is changed to that of a departm ent, 
it probably will have a title minus 
the word “ welfare " which raises 
a queation: 
W hat difference does It m ake 
whether FSA la an agency or a de­ 
partm ent? Won’t it go along pretty 
much the sam e way.? N<ot neces­ 
sarily. 
President 
Eisenhower 
is 
now working on a plan for the 
new* departm ent 
He’ll offer it to Congress later 
He m ay suggest that the new de­ 
partm ent keep all the FSA agen­

Filling Line At Peach Glen 


To Meet Production Increase 


Cherry growing members of the 
Knouse 
Foods Cooperative, 
faced 
with a serious m arket problem as 
the result of enormously Increased 
production fTbm new orchards, have 
decided to install a cherry pie fill­ 
ing line at the Peach Glen plant 
of the grower-owned Knouse Foods 
processing company for use tills sea­ 
son. Individual growers, representing 
about half of the 410 grower-rnem ­ 
bers of the firm which was formed 
in 1949. subscribed two-third* of the 
necessary capital 
within a 
week 
after the decision was made public. 
Increased facilities are necessary 
in the immediate future because 
Keystone state cherry growers this 
year, under normal conditions, will 
hap.est, about twice as many red 
sour cherries as they picked last 
year. Cherry production in Pennsyl­ 
vania will continue to increase each 
year for the next five years as a re­ 
sult of expanded commercial plant­ 
ings, M 
E 
Knouse. president of 
Knouse Floods, said. 
Fear “Over-Prod action'' 
Dozens of new cherry orchards 
will bear their first ma Jew crops this 
year, overtaxing present facilities of 
processor* in the area. Concern over 
an over-supply of cherries from new 
orchards reached its peak last year 
and prompted growers to make the 
decision to provide additional m anu­ 
facturing facilities to offset condi­ 
tions which, thye said have dim eter - 
ou* effects on 
the 
sour 
cherry 
market 
D ie new pie filling line will be 
readv for use about the middle of 
June when it will be used for the 
production of raspberry pie filling, 
and will provide additional employ­ 
ment for both men and women at 
the upper Adam* County plant. It 
also will be used this fall and win­ 
ter for the production of apple pie 
filling. Installation of the specially 
designed equipment, which lend* it­ 
self to the m anufacture of additioral 
new food items, has already begun 
Double Peach Processing 
President Knouse also announced 
that the peach line also will be in- 
crea.«*ed IOO per cent of its present 
production capacity. 
Knou*e Foods chemists, under the 
direction of Dr 
James R 
Oyler, 
have perfected the new pie filling 
formulae alter five years of research 
and experimentation. The company 
packed a limited supply of rasp­ 
berry. cherry and apple pie fillings 
last year, but increased fruit pro­ 
duction ha* placed heavy demands 
on supplemental methods of absorb­ 
ing volume harvests. 
Knouse Foods packs a full line of 
apple 
product*, 
including 
apple 
juice, peaches, tomato Juice, apple- 
base Jellies, apple butter, cherries 


and cherry juice. With four plants 
in Adams and Franklin counties em ­

LAWN WORK IN LATE WINTER 
More 
penalties 
than 
benefits 
usually result from the efforts of 
those eager souls who sally forth 
in late winter or early spring “to 
do something” for the lawn. “It 
looks awful’’ says the disturbed 
owner. “I don’t have the faintest 
idea of w’hat should be done but 
I’ve just got to do something or 
there won’t be a sprig of grass.” 
What, if anything, does lawn 
grass need after winter’s worst 
rigors are over? What are the 
main steps in proper lawrn care? 
It is true, of course, that most 
lawns look ragged and unkempt 
in late winter. But owners should 
remember at that time that they 
will be sweating behind lawn mow­ 
ers in the same lawns in two or 
three months. February and early 
March Is truly a poor time to 
judge grass needs. But there is, 


the proper time to sow lawn grass 
seed is in early September. But if 
limited repairs are needed, em er­ 
gency reseeeding may be dnoe in 
late winter with a lair degree of 
success promised. 
The crabgrass problem extends 
around the entire year. Already 
readers are writing the editor for 
advice in this problem. Herein the 
warning against late winter top 
dressings with m anure and advice 
to feed grass liberally in March 
are stressed. Vigorous grass is one 
of the best forms of insurance 
against crabgrass. And feeding re­ 
mains the best way to promote 
grass vigor. But in all cases where 
this invader is present, lawn own­ 
ers should set their mowers to 
cut higher after tbs first week of 
June. The idea here is to leave the 
grass tall enough to shade the soil 
surface and thereby prevent ger­ 
mination of the crabgrass seed 
and to choke out the small plants 
that have already started. This 
does not mean that lawn grass 
should not be mown regularly.
